The Canadion Wheat Pool and the 
Brain trade are both at present using 
all the influence they can at Ottawa 
with regard to Bill No, 8, An Act to 
Aiwend the Canada Grain Act (Ware- 
house Receipts) introduced by M. N. 
Campbell, Progressive member™ tor 
Mackenzie, in the ‘Dominion House 
last session. ‘Ihe purpose of the bill 
is to restore to the farmer the right 
to determine tne destination of his 
grain, which was taken away from 
him last year by ayn amendment. The 
Dominion Government first of all 


agreed to accept the bill as one of its! 


own measures but as opposition dével- 
oped from the grain trade the Govein- 
ment refused to accept responsibility 
for it, and it will have to run the 
gauntlet of the House. Pool officials 
state according to A. M. Boutillier, 
M.P, that the Wheat Pool lost not less 
than a million dollars last year by the 
striking out of this protection for the 
farmers, Who got the mijlion? 
What is the stand of the Conserva- 
tive and Liberal parities on this mat- 


ter? The vote in the House will show. 


The offer of the Wheat Pool to 
lease the Vancouver Harbour Elevator 
is another matter that will be discus- 
sed in the Dominon House. The grain 
trade oppose this. What will be the 
position of Liberal and Conservative 
members? 

Alberta wishes a representative from 
this Province on the Vancouver 
Board. Ramor has it that the appoint- 
ment which is made by the Dominion, 
will be deferred till after the the 
Proyincial election, and the Coast 
Liberals have insisted on one of their 
number being appointed. What will 
be the position of the Dominion Lib- 
eral Government?

In the limited time prior to election, 
the U.F.A. Government will conduct an 
intensive Gampaign throughout the 
Province, 

Last week Premier Brownlee spoke 
at Cardstone, Taber, and several other 
points in the south country. At the 
beginning of the present week he ad- 
dressed meetings at Empress, Cereal 
and Youngstown, and will speak at 
some point every day till election day, 
June 28, with the exception of Sun- 
days, It is expected that towards the 
end of the campaign meetings will be 
broadcasted by radio, 

The other ministers will also speak 
at points throughout the Province, in 
support of Government candidates. 

The central board of the U.F.A. met 
at Calgary Wednesday and Thursday. 
endeavoring to arrange a schedule for 
the various ministers, and perfecting | 
iurrangements for the campaign,

fywa Council Passes 
Important By-laws 


; The town council met last night; 
all members present except Councillor 
Shrimpton. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and confirmed. 

A communication was received from 
the Department of Municipal Affairs, 
approving the arrangements that had 
been made with the Strathmore Cem- 
etery Company, in regard to taking 
over the assets and liabilities. The 
Secretary-Treasurer was instructed to 
make arrangements to have the Com- 
pany make transfer of title of the 
cemetery property to the town, 

The Council instructed the secre- 
tary-treasurer to communicate with 
Mr. Jos. Van Tighem, requesting him 
to become head of the volunteer fire 
brigade. 

The estimate of Mr, A, L. Black for 

repair work in connection with the 
Town Hall chimney was submitted at 
$30 if not braced, and, if braced, $35. 
It was decided to accept Mr, Black’s 
proposition, and to supply him with 
the necessary angle irons for bracing, 
| the extra cost for re-inforcing to be 
| added to the estimate. 
A nuisance ground by-law was pass- 
ed, under which it is expected that 
that property will in future be under 
| proper control, 

Mr. Rawson Renton, Field Supervi- 
sor, of the Department of Agriculture, 
was present, and asked for the co-op 
}eration of the Council in enforcing 
the noxious weed act. He reported 
the decision of the Olds Convention 
to be “War on Weeds and a Fight to 
a Finish.” He advocated the policy ot 
several clean-up days during the 
season, gnd a most careful system of 
inspection ,together with the strong- 
est inforcement of the act, It was 
decided to advertise the noxious weed 
regulation, and that the same would 
be rigidly enforced without fear or 
favor of anyone. 

Mr, Renton is a real enthusiast in 
the work, and is very much inoculated 
with the importance of the weed 
menace, 

By-law number 110, regulating the 
electric wiring of all buildings in 
town, was passed. All persons en- 
gaged in electrical contracting must 
; pass ap examination in regard to their 
qualifications, and all persons intend- 
ing to wire their premises must se- 
cure a permit, and all wiring must be 
done subject to the regulations of the 
National Fire Underwriters. 

Upon completion of the work, the 
town will arrange for an inspection 
by a competent inspector in order thai 
a record may be on hand that the 
prescribed standards have been met; 
a small fee is payable for this inspec- 
tion, 

Any person contravening any of the 
provisions of the by-law are liable to 
a fine not exceeding $30, or in default, 
30 days in jail. 

The object of the by-law is to secure 
a reduction in fire insurance prem- 
iums, by reducing to a minimum the 
fire hazafds, 

Mr. H, Zubuk made application to 
purchase lot number 6 for the sum of 
$1 and the taxes for 1926. Granted. 

C. W. Chase submitted a proposi- 
tion to sell a property on 3rd St. for 
$1,000 to the town for use as a Rest 
Room. The matter was referred to 
the property committee, which is 
working in conjunction with Bow Val-

‘Death of David 
Mitchell Robison

There passed away 
Monday, May 247, 1y26, Mr. David 
Mitchell Robison, a well known and 
highly respected citizen of the Carse- 
land district, Mr. Robison was born 
in New London, lowa, on July 26, 1852, 


where his parents had pioneered 
amongst the earliest settlers in that 
locality. 


Mr. Robison was married to Almeda 
C, Higgins, of Zwingle, Iowa, on April 


22, 1877, aad settled at Storm Lake, | 


later moving to Sheldon, lowa, where, 
in early manhood, he became a mem 
ber of the Methodist-Chureh, There 
were six children: Wessic, who died 
in infancy; Abbie McComb, of 
Brooking, South Dakota; Ethel Green, 
died in 1919; David and Homer, 
-iving at Carseland; Effiie Evans, living 
at Cluny; and an adopted neice Ethel 
Neinsteadt, at Zwingle. 

In 1910 Mr. Robison and his family 
removed to Carseland, Alberta, where 
they purchased farm lands. Mr. 
David Anderson came up with them, 
and has continued as a member of the 
family ever since. 

Mr. Robison has been known as a 
hard working, industrious man, and 
always interested in the welfare of 
the community, and good clean ath- 
letics, He took an active interest in 
the building of the United Church, 

The term of three months, in which

At a largely attended convention of 
representatives of U.F.A Locals of 
Gleichen riding, held at Calgary on 
Tuesday, J. C. Buckley, present mem- 
ber, was denominated by a ciear maj- 
ority over two other candidates, A. C. 
Scratch, of Irricana, and John Macken- 
zie, Strathmore, 

Almost every district in the constit- 
uency was represented, there bing oY 
delegates present, out of 64 entitled to 
be present, and also a considerable 
number of visitors. 

Following the announcement of the 
election, the vote was made unanimous 
on the motion of the other two candi- 
dates. 

A stirring address was delivered by 
Premier J. E, Brownlee, outlining the 
work of the Government, and the sup- 
riority of the U.F.A. system over the 
party system. 

The Convention opened at 10 o’clock 
and the forenoon was taken up by the 
discussion of business connected with 
tte forthcomnig electidn, ead the 
nomination of candidates, A. C, Scratc"' 
President of the Association, opened 
the meeting, and on being nominated 
turnd over the chair to S. J. Ewing 

Following the luncheon recess brie! 
addresses were given by the three 
candidates, Mr Buckley stated that 
he had done his best to represent them 
durin gthe five years he had been their 
member, and it rested with them to 
give the verdict as to whether his ser 
vices had been satisfactory. 

Mr. Scratch said that his nomination 
was at thd earnest solicitation of 
friends. He had had considerable e) 
perience in connection with adminis- 
trative work, 

Mr. Mackenzie stated thai person- 
ally he had not been ambitious for 
nomination, but that a number of his 
farmer friends had asked him to let 
his name go forward. He paid a high 
compliment to Mr. Buckley's services 
in the Legislature. 

The voting then took place, 
the preferential voting system, when 
it was announced that Mr, Buckley 
had a clear majority of the total votes. 

The other candidates then moved 


under 


and seconded that the election be 
made unanimous, which was done by 
acclamation. In moving, Messrs 


Mackenzie and Scratch said they 
thanked their supporters, and would 
do everything possible to further Mr. 
Buckley’s candidature. 

Premier Addresses Meeting 

Though only now recovering from 
throat trouble, which has held him 
in Calgary for the past three days, 
Premier Brownlee delivered a fine 
address, in which he defended the ac- 
tions of the present administration, 
and asked for the support of the elec- 
tors in the coming election. 

During the past few months the old 
parties had brought forward leaders 
whom they thought would act the part 
of Moses, and lead them out of the 
wilderness. The whole argument of 
their opponents seemed to rest on the 
personality of their leader, The Gov- 
ernment, Op the contrary, preferred to 
base their argument on their reecord 
of administration. In the whole of 
their administration there had not 
been one single accusation of dishon- 
esty, which was a record of which 
they were very proud. 

Mr. Brownlee then dealt with var- 
ious departments of the Government. 
During the two years operation of the 
Liquoy Act, there had not been a sin- 
gle complaint in the House as to its

With regard to railways, 
education, public work, and other de 
partments, there was very little crit 
icism of their administrative reeord. 

These departments came _ close: 
home to people than did Natural Re. 
sources, railway problems, etc., as 
they affected gemeral taxation, and 
everyone would feel at once the effect 
of poorly administered dpariments. 

Took Office At a Difficult Time 

The present Government took office 
at a difficult time. They could certain- 
ly have balanced the budget the first 
year they took office, but they would 
have either to starve the essential 
services, or greatly increase the pres- 
sure of taxes to do so, They preferred 
to retain these srviceg functioning ef- 
ficiently, but made economies where 
ever possible as in the case of the 
King’s Printer, Land Titles Office, 
telephone staff, and numerous other 
departments. The revenue had grad- 
ually approached the expenditure, and 
the budget was now balanced, The 
Province was yearly becoming more 
prosperous, and from now on should 
live within its revenue. Ontario had 
been faced with a similar difficulty 
under a Conservative government, and 
so far had not been ablc to balance its 
budget, 

Capital Debt Increase 

Dealing with the capital debt, Brown- 
lee said that while in the last elect- 
ion year the increase in capital debt 
was $16,700,000, last year it was only 
two and a half million, Capital borrow- 
ings would, however, be necessary so 
long as we wished to spend money on 
new highways, etc. 

Both Shaw and McGillivray were 
very lavish with promises, but for 
himself he would rather lose the elect- 


j}ion than make promises he could not 


carry out. Promises cost money to car- 
ry out, 
The Railway Situation 

The Liberals did not state the truth 
in their descriptions of the railway 
situation. The Government could not 
have taken action before July 1925, 
and only two alternatives were open, 
settlement or foreclosure, The posit- 
ion was that the government had now 
one good offer, and another was ex- 
pected in a day or two. The Govern- 
ment were now in a position to oper- 
ate the road themselves or lease or 
otherwise dispose of it. 

Despite the assertions made, the 
sovernment had done mich in connect- 


ion with the dry area problem, and 


i many men who otherwise would have 


been forced out of business, had got 
a fresh start and were making good. 
The coal marketing problem was being 
worked out, and in fact many of the 
planks on the Shaw platform were al- 
ready in operation. 

The Premier then outlined the Gov- 
ernment’s position on the natural re- 
sources situation, saying that Alberta 
had not blocked the passage of the nat- 
ural resources bill, but that we did 
not want our people torn apart by a
